Every moment overwhelmed with the 
dreaking waves, and before they recover 
ed their spent breath, the gathering waves 
again deluged them in misery, asif deter- 
mined to tear thein back to their parent 
ocean. The sailors. as soon as they had 
recovered themselves in a smal] degree 
from the fatigue of their exertions, drop- 
ped themselves overthe side of the boat, 
and finding as they supposed the rocks un.

The-wietched father and mother for a 
time apprehended that the sailors had de- 
seried them. to eturn no more , and half 
drowned with the lashing of the waves 
they felt all the bLorror. of .despondency ! 
when tiie captain, ran his little boat ashore; 
and hastening once moreotheir preser- 
vation, rallied his-sailors, and by the great- 
est exertion of human powers, stemed the 
the waves, and with their dying passen- 
gers upon their backs.and in their arms 

placea thein beyond the fury-of ‘the storm, 
and revived their lost hope of ever regain- 
ing the shore. 


The children, lifeless wita frigit, and. 
benun:bed. wet and cold from the drench-. 


ing of the sea, and the parents weak and 
exhausted. were by the meritorious exer- 
tions of the sailors, carried and supported 
over a tract of saud and rocky skers, cov- 
ered each day with tre returning tides for 
upwards of three mies. when the-open- 
ing moon. about two o'clock in the.morn- 
ing, discovered to their ravished sights a 
few white ‘cottages on the side of the 
monotain. 

Enthusiastic rapture at their Maker's 
mercy, and hearts beating with joy, en- 
couraged the sufferers to drag on their 
wearied limbs, and at length they reached 
the humble cottage of a seashoie cotia 

er. The voice of nature, unseplist) at

ear - Chit ldren, you are called Christians; you have been baptized in 
the name of Christ, and you have been taucht to trust in Christ alone for 
salvation ; you have been taught to pray to God as your Father, in the 
name of Christ: and you are led to hope for the pardon of your sins ; for 
holiness of heart; for the comforts of religion; and for eternal happiness 
when you die, throwgh the merits of Jesus @hrist alone. All this you 
owe to the goodness of God, who caused you to be born in a land of Gos- 
pel light, where we have the Bible, which is the best book in the world,, 
because it is the book of God; where we have churches, and meetings, 
where the servants of Christ preach his word for our instruction ; where 
our dear friends unite in solemn prayers and cheerful praises. Throngh 
the same goodness of Gods youthave a and friends who love you 
dearly, feed and clothe you, and bring you 1p in the fear of the Lord ; who 
tuke cure of you when you are sick, and doe every thing in their power to 
snake you happy. 
But had you been born in a heathen country, you would not have enjoy. 
ed these blessings. There are many millions of mankind who know nothing 
t all of the only living and true God. They ought, indeed, to think thaf 
the san, and muon, and stars, and birds, beasts, aud fishes could not make 
the wiselves 3 that some one who is creat and wise, and good, did make 
tliem : they show!d try to tind out who he is, and how they may serve and 
pleas@@him : but im general, they have no thonsit nor desire of this kind 3 
and, if they worship any thing it isthe su and meon, or four footed beasts 
and creeping thiags, or images, which they themselves have made of wood 
and stene, or cold and silver : sand they sometimes worship these in a very 
wicked manner, and do very bad things, while they callit religion. The 
pe: ople who formerly lived in Egypt, worshipped cats and dogs , apes, oxen, 
wolves, and crecodiles. Even ibe pretended gods of the "icakhan were 
wicked. © Their Me reury wasa thief, Bacchus a drunkard, Venus a bad 
wom, and Jove an undutiful son; and it is zo wonder that. the people 
should be like hee gods, and therefore they were guiliy of theft, lying, 
wah ae i and evei ry sortof crime. 

t would shock you to heavy how eruel many of the heathen were. You 
realin Scripture that some fathers and motliers were so hardhearted that 
they nade their children pass through the fire to Moloch. This Molech, 
they say, wasanimage made of brass having the head of a bullock ; aud. 
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being hollow was filled with fire, and made red liot 5 and then the poor chil* 
dren were put into his arms, and so burnt to de: th : ; and in the meantime 
drums and loud instruments of inusic were sounded to drown the screamé 
of the tortured babes. 

In sonie countries, instead of tenderly nursing their infants. as your dear 
mothers nursed you, they throw them away in woods avd commor s, tobe 
destroyed by liong, tygers. and wolves. In China, where your tea cones 
from, it is said that nine thousand children are legt to perisa every year in 
the city of Pekin sand among the Hindoos, childrén are hung up in trees, 
in baskets; and devoured by birds of prey, and others are starved to 
death. 3

tra; they eat the flesh of their prisoners teken in war, an those whe 
have been condemened as mal!etaciors. “a few years ago, an English cap- 
tain of a ship, which had been wrecked of the coast ef Sumatra, went inate 
the country, and § saw a smal} routtd p! ace, teneed } He and Cc}! yposed ite 
tained some livé turtles, or other creatures for food ;but Of how 
astonished, when he found there three boys under the care of an old¥ 
who iatéeined him that they had been brow clit there by ptrates (er water 
thieves,) who nsed to ste al children in the island of Pulo Nyas, and either 
sell them for slaves, or té be fatted and eaten by the cannibals. Two chil- 
dren, he saii had been so treated the d: W hefore. C ay tain Welsh, for that 
was his name, to preserve these children from such a dreadful end, purehas 
sed them at tl: ie price of 164 dollars, and put them safely on board another 
ship. One of then, called Thonias Chance, he put to ‘schoolin C alcutta, 
under the care of the Missionaries, and one he took home with him te 
England. 

When the Rev. Mr. Thorp read the story toa cempany of gentlemen 
in Bristol, (Engl) who were met to petition the Parliamert of Great- 
Britian against the sLav® TRAbE, (whichis buying and eelling men, woe 
men & laces; for slaves) lre spoke as follows :-— 

‘Sir; L em the father ef a large family; three of them are little ones 
Many a tine and oft have I looked upon thew, sometimes with tears of griei 
sometinies with tears of joy. While perusing this ape my imagina- 
tion plated them in the situation of the little natives of P ula Nyas, torn 
from their country, tooped in and fattening for slaughter. L saw, a deliver- 
ing angel, fn the form of that benevolent Captain, overlosking their enclo- 
Bure, Inquiring Into theit condition, paying the price of sheik ansom, and 
bearmg them away to the land of freeilom, And} will new honestly tell 
yeu what were my feelings in the contemplation of such a scene. May 

the God of merey ( ! involuntarity exclaimed) pour dewn the cheicest of 
his blessings on the head of this humane Captain | t may he long preserve 
his invaluable life, as an ornamert to his country, & a blessing to manhind ; 
and after a prosperous voyage over a tenipestuous world, may he receiwe 
him and the little innocents whem he reseed from the testh of cannibale 
into the harbor of eternal rest !” 

And as they aie SO ciuel to children, s6 fiey are also to women, whiew 
their husbands die. Inthe East Indies, when a man dies they burn his 
body, instead of burying it: and when they have pleced it on seme wood, 
his widow lies down ‘by the corpse, and bet ave burned to ashes, together: 
and what is stil! more shocking, the eldest son himseli sets fire to the wood 

to burn his poor mother. This dreadiut custo: still continues, and they 
say that thirty thousand wewen are burnt to death in this manner every 
fear. 
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Inother places they treat sick and old people very eruelly. Many a 
joor sick widow who is thought burdensome to her children, is buried a 
oe :and many old men are brought to the side of a river to be drowned 


‘by the tide, 


Slaves are very barbarously treated in some places. Many have been 
murdered by their young masters, merely for sport; some thrown into 
fish-ponds to feed the fish. Many slaves used to, be put to death to honor 
the funerals of their dead niasters. Some nations, wheua they take prison- 
ers in war put them all todeath ; and soine toast them ata fire-and eat their 
flesh. In some countries they kill imocent men, and offer them up as 
sicrifices to their Gods ; they did soin many parts of Europe bevore the 
Gospel came thither, and they do, so stall in soneof the Seuth Sea lIsl- 
ands. 

Now it isto put a stop to all these herria practices that Missionartes are 
sent to heathen countries, that Bibles and Religious Tracts are circulated 
among the needy ali over the world ; and wherever the Gospel comes, at- 
tended with the power of the Holy Spirit, peeple turn from their dumb. 
iduls to serve the living God :they learn to put their trust in Christ alone 
for salvation ; their wicked hearts are made new and holy, and they are 
brought to love God and te love one anotier. Then they are no longer 
eruel ; but become kind, charitable, tender hearted, and desirous of doing 
all the good they can, that God their Saviour may be pleased and glorified, 
and the souls of men made happy for ever. 

Dear child: en, corsiler it aprivi'ege ané an honor to be permitted to con- 
tribute in any measure, however small, your mites, to icipon this good 
work;and esteem it a blessing that God is pleased thus to incline your

The attention which the Christian religion excite in the public mind, and 
the progress whichis making in converting a multitude of souls from sin 
unto righteousness, must be highly gratifiying to every pious believer, To 
tuke a comparative view of the manner m which the truths of the cospel 
were received among men a few years since and at the present tine, and 
notice the contrast, must be a source of pleasure to every friend to the 
cause of the Redeomer. Speculative philosophers cousidered the word of 
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Godas a system which originated in the visionary brains of ignorant and 
enthusiastic men, The historical part they rejected as fabulous ; and the 
idea that any portion of the sacred volume was written by divine inspera~ 
tion was treated with derision and contempt. 

They acknowledge that the book contained want rood ideas on morality, 
but as a system it was considered iniinitely mferior to the laws of nature 
or the religion of man. ‘They declared that the gospel contained princi 
ples caleulated to keep mankind in ignorance ; and ‘that it was the interests 
of priests to inculcate these principles, in order to insure themselves a de- 
gree of spect and veneration. Men had made great progress in the scien- 
ces during the last century—and should they still continue to progress in 
the same ratio that they had, fora few succeeding ages, all things would bo 
accounted tor. The time would soon come when the world would be lis 
berated from the thraldoms of ignorance and superstition, and would 
view things in a rational light, unbiassed by the prejudices of bigoted and 
designing 1 men. Sentiments like these, proceedi 1 from men reputed for 
talents and learning, were disseminated withan industry worthy of a better 
cause, and unfortunately gained inany respectable proselytes. This new- 
fangled philosophy, in wh ich the only criterion for the regulations of their 
actions, was their moral sense, if such a thing there be, ori icinated in Irance, 
a country famous for its crimes, as well as for the judgments which heaven 
lias poured down upon its devoted ead. ‘Then it was popular for the old 
meu to neglect religion to attend to their secular concerns ; to consider the 
important purpose for which the were sent into this world mere ly as ase- 
condary objec... ‘Then it was fashionable for the young men to sco at 
every thing serious, and to ridicule every appearance of piety. Lhe ears 
of the well disposed were shocked with frequent and daily blaspheming, 
and dismay began to appear in their countenanees at the growing evil.— 
But the cause of their alarm was groundless ; for vain was 5 the attempt to 
destroy that religion, whose trutis ‘are coeval with time, and whose system 
is supperted by an omnipotent arin. In France their mad career of blood- 
shed andinfidelity was soon brought to a close ; and the heart of the chris- 
tian began to rejvice, as rational men discove red that the attempt to hold 
society toge ther by a moral compact without the foundation of religion, 
was chimerical and futile. After France had gone through a variety of 
revolutions, destroyed thousands of lives, among which were many of the 
causes of their misery, infidelity began to lose ground, aud iinally as a na- 
tional opprobrium, ceased to be. 

Let us now turn our attention from the painful account of the actions 
of the unworthy of a lew preceding years to the pleasing and brief recital 
of the manner in witich the gospel is received amo: 1g men at the present 
time. ‘This importatt subject seeins to attract. the atiention of te Glasses 
of society. ‘The youth whois yet unhackneyed in the vices of me 
to look on the vanities and temptations of the world with aneye a indif- 
ference. Avoiding the company and disrevarding the jests of his former 
companions who ridicule his seriousness, he takes pleasure 1 Conversing 
with the pious upon the things of another world. 

Lhe hoary headed sinner, who has sinned till indeed he can sin_ no lon- 
ger, repents of the wickedness of his past lite, and tries to reconcile hiu- 
self to God. Literary men are actuated by a laudable zeal to prowots 
the cause, and contribute much by their writings to reuder apparent the 
fallacy of the opinions of inen renowned for theur w isdoni, avdto destroy 
the custonis of war, &. which have been sanctioned by a succession af 
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ages, but which are an abomination in the sight of the Lord. The anxie- 
ty of the public mind to bring about the time, when “ God shall have the 
heathen for his inheritanee. andthe uttermost part of the earth for a pos- 
session,” is abundantly n# ifested in its unparallelled eontributions to- 
wards defraying the expenses of preaching the glad tidings ef saivation’to 
abenighted world.—Foreign missionaries find a prompt & liberal support, 
and no longer have to struggle with the pecuniary embarrassments under 
which they labored during their first attempts. It has pleased God to 
bless the exertions of his scrvants, and crowa with success their united 
exertions in bringing many of the inhabitants ef the east from darknesa 
into light. No lengor does the enlightened Bramindeiight in administer- 
ing the obscene and blocdy rites of heathenish idolatry to an infatuated 
multitude. No longer does the ignorant Hindoo pay adoration to the 
Moloch of the east, bat glorifiesthe God ef heaven, and sees and acknow- 
ledces his wisdom and divine perfectionsin all bis-works. 
But while all christians are desirous to have the sospel preached ‘to the 
oor heathen in a foreign land, we ought not.to neglect our brethren at 
Some ds It is a lamentable fact that many of our large towns are destitute 
of the means of obta:ming a correct knowledge of the truths of religion, 
and do not enjoy the benefits of religeus ordinances. This state of socie- 
ty in many parts ef our country calls loudly on the promoters of christianity 
to attend to the wants of the needy. There 1s a town contiguous to this 
which, from some cirenmstances, [-should Judge would gladly receive a 
messenger of peace. "Lhe inhabitants have honored God, by erecting two 
eomodious buildings for religious purposes, which, theugh destitute of 
recular pastor, are occasionally supplied by young divines, and casual visits 
of the neighboring clergy. Ove circumstance is sufficient to shew how 
much the people of this place hunger and thirst after righteousness—As I 
passed the church not long since, I noticed that mest all the windows were 
taken out. After musing awhile to account for an appearance so uncom- 
muon ina building-ef this kind, I came to the conclusion, that some @ission- 
ary or itinerant minister had travelled that way, and preached the word ot 
God to a destitute people. So great was the number of them that collect- 
ed in order to learn what they should de to be saved, that the house could 
not contain them, and consequently the -windews were taketi-out tho’ ‘he 
multitude around might hear the tidings of greatjey. True, the windews 


that remained in, were considerably broken; but this I attributed to the . 


haste in which they were aiteumpted to be removed. Places like these, 
wliere the gospel is received with such avidity, ought not to remain long 
unnoticed by the missionary nor bible societies, nor be entirely neglected 
‘ey the clergy of the towns in their respective vieinities.

The Catholic Clargy have expressed a determina- 
tiou to assist in the distribution of the New Testament published by Pro- 
fessor Van Ess; and many of them have subscribed to this new Insti-

slack Forest, and surrounded with many Catholic villages, some of whose

Nassau Hombure Bible Society, founded with the sanction of their 
Serene Highness, the Landgrave of Hesse Hon.burg, and the Duke and 
Prince Sovereign of Nassau. 

The immediate sphere of its appciatment will comprise a population of 
350,000, but its eitects will exter to the neighboring parts, as far as its 
means will admit. 

5. Frankfort Bible Society, A small Bible Committee had previously 
existed in this town, and been actively employed for several years in the 
dissemination of Bibles and Testaments. ‘This new Institution has the 
sanction of Government, and its fuads are assisted by many of the first 
families in Frankfort. A Depository will be formed there, from which the 
neighboring Bible Societies may bg conveniently furnished with copies of 
the Scriptures | | 

Bible Society for the Principalities of Neawied and Wied Runkel, 
containing a population of about 35,000. This undertaking was warmly 
encouraged by the two ruling Princes, who, withthe Princess Dowager, 
have expressed their apprebation of the efforts of the British and F. B:- 
ble Society, and their, determination to assist the local Institution. as 
soon as the pglitical arrangeinents relative to their Principalities siiould be 
completed. 

The Bible Societies in Switzerland which came under the personal 
observation of Dr. Sieinkopff, are those of Schaffnausen, St. Gall, Zurich, 
and Basle, among ali which there subsists a friendly connexion. It may 
be said of them collectively, that their proceedings exhibit great zeal, and 
that they are liberally supported. They have already circulated more 
than 60,000 copies of the Scriptures. Protestants and Catholics indiscrim- 
inately receive them in the German, French, Italian, and lioimanese lan- 
guages ; and many of the Roman Catholic Clergy have been active in their 
distribution. All these Societies have received gratifying proofs of the 
ee effects produced by their benevolent labors, in the increase of morat 

abits, piety, domestic order, and a charitable spirit, within the sphere uf 
their respective operations. | 
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The Geneva Bible Society has opened a correspondence with Protestant 
Clergymen in France, and by their assistance has been enabled to supply 
many of the Protestants in that kingdom with copies of the Scriptures, at 
the charge of the British and loreign Bible Society. 

A.Society has also been established for the principality of Neufchatel, 
under the sanction of the Civil and Ecclesiastical Authorities, which pre- 
mises to become an useful Ally to the Societies, at Lausanne and Geneva; 
and, chiefly through the exertions & liberality of the former, a similar So- 
ciety has been provisionally organized among the Waldenses inhabiting 
the vallies of Piedmont. ‘bey couspose thirteen parishes, and a popula- 
tion of 17,600 souls: but such is their poverty, that they were not able to 
collect more than £59. for the purpose of purchasing the Scriptures. To 
ine Society at Neufchatel your Committee have presented a donation of 
£100., aud to that of the Waldenses, (or Valais,) in consideration of their 
partieular circumstances, the sam of £200. 

Your Comittee regret the necessity of omitting much interesting in-- 
formation obtained by Dr. Steinkopff, during the course of his journey,. 
comprising a distance of nearly 5G00 miles. The Reportof Dr. Stein- 
kopif, in this, as well as in the former instance, proves the beneficial effects 
resulting from the personal communication of a representative of the Bri- 
tis and Foreign Bible Society, with the Members of similar Institutions, 
and others disposed to promote its object, in foreign countries. The op- 
portunities aftorded by it, of kindling zeal, end encourging exertion, of de- 
veloping the object of tue British and Foreign Bible Soeiety, of inculca- 
tion the importance of adhering to its fundamental principles, of commun- 
icating the benefits of its experience, of suggesting hints for improvement, 
and of confirming the bonds of an amicable intercourse, are advantages of 
the first importance to the influence and success of the Institution, all which 
have, in the preseut instance, been abundantly obtained. 

Two years have elapsed since the establishment of the Danish Bible 
Society ; but its organization was not fully completed before November: 
Jast, when his Excellency Count Schimmelman was elected President, and 
she venerable Bishop Munter, and the President and First Deputy of the 
Chancery were nominated Vice-Presidents. The Committee then enter- 
ed upon their operations, resolving to assemble every fortnight, and to begin 
the organization of Auxiuiary Societies. 

As one among other results of these measures, an Auxiliary Society has 
been established in Sleswick Holstein with the sanction of his Danish Ma- 
jesty. Lo this Auxiliary a donation of £300. has been presented. 

One of the first works determined én by the Committee of the Danish 
Bible Society, was, to print the Gospel of St. Matthew in the Faroese lan- 
guage, a dialect of the Norse, or ancient Icelandic, in which no part of the 
Scriptures has ever yet been published. 

The information communicated in former Reports respecting Iceland, 
renders it necessary to enter into minute details, on the present occasion.— 
it willbe recollected that the Rev. KE. Henderson proceeded to that count 
with the sanction of the Conmitiee, for the purpose of superintending the 

. distribution of the Icelandic Scriptures, printed at the expense of the Bri- 
tish and Foreign Bible Society. ‘This commission, in the discharge of 
which hé was exposed to many’ perils, has been executed, in a manner most 
satisfactory to his employers, and beneticial to the poor but grateful inha- 

bitants of that island. 

With a view to render permanent the advantages conferred on the latter 
Mr. Henderson, previously to his departure from Iceland, adppted prepar-

-atory steps for the establishment of a Bible Society there ; the foundation of 
avhich was laid at the Annual Meeting of the Synod, under the patronage 
of the highest Civil and Ecclesiastical Authorities. 

The want of the Scriptures in Iceland was extreme ; it was deeply felt 
and lamented by the people ; but their sorrow has been turned into joy : and 
‘there is perhaps no part of the world to which the British and Foreign Bi- 
Dle Society has extended its benevolence, where it has been more cordial- 
Jy welcomed, and more gratefully acknowledged, than in {celand. 

In a pamphlet published by a respectable author at Stockholm, in March 
1815, itis stated, that, previously to the establishment of the Bible Society 
sn Sweden, not one out of eighty of the poorer classes had a copy of the 
Scriptures, and that, according te a well-founded calculation, not tewer thas 
400,000 families in that kingdom were destitute of that inestimable treasure. 

Your Committee have now the satisfaction to report, that, in consequence 
ef the active measures adopted in Sweden, these wants have already beer 
4n some measure relieved ; and that every disposition prevails in that ceun- 
try to supply them effectually. 

The Committee of the Sweiish Bible Society are using every exertion 
3n printing the Scriptures; four presses are constantly employed by it, and 

preparations have been made for an edition of 15,000 coptes of the Bible, 
and for one of nearly as many Testaments. 

The Societies of Gothenburg, Westeras, and Gothland, which have now 
become Auxiliaries to the National Bible Society at Sockholm, are all ac- 
tive within their respective circles. At the first of these places, a Brancls 
Society, composed of the Scholars of a tree School in Gothenburg, has 
been formed, at their own request, and is supported by a small weekly cow 
tribution. 

Your Committee have only te,add, on the subject of Sweden, that the 
Bible Society there has not only the Patronage of his Majesty the King, 
Dut that the Crown Prince has been a iwost liberal contributor to it, as wetl 
as to the Evange'ical Society at Stock holm, and has promised a considera 
ble pecuniary donation towards the establishment of a Bible Society im 
Norway.

A London paper of Oct. 26, 1816, contains the following; 

Awful but auiheniic Occurrence.—tIn the course of last week, a farmer 
near Gedsione, in the county of Sarry, while walking over a tield with 
some other farmeys, or farm laborers, picked up a blighted ear of corn.— 
With his eyes directed towards Heaven he exclaimed in a tone impiously 
ironical, “ Ait thea not ashamed, Gop Axrmiaury, thus to biast the fruits 
of the earth?” He had scarcely uttered the words, when he fell down a 
corpse! We willnot venture to pronounce him the object vf Divine ven- 
geance, but the coincidence is truly awful. 

MERCY, 

One of the Committee, of the Londen Tract Society stated that a Cler- 

gyman of rank and influence was se strongly prejudiced agatast the intre- 
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duction of this Society’s Tracts among his neighbors, that he resolved te 
do ali that lay in his power to impede their circulation : he propagated the 
most injurious reports relative to their tendency : but the publications were 
condemned and opposed before he had actually perused a single copy of any 
‘one of them. 

Irritated by the extent to which he found that tliese instrusive little books 
were sold and otherwise distributed, and not unfrequently alarmed by the 
rap at his own door, announcing some poor Tract-seller’s arrival ; he de- 
termined to write and disperse a Tract against the Tracts, in order to dis- 
courage. and, if possible, annihilate their progress among the poor around 
him. With this object in view, he bought and borrowed as many of the 
Society’s Tracts as he could procure. But amidst the severity of man be- 
hold the goodness of God! He read and examined these objects of his en- 
mity, till © the eye was not satisfied with seeing.” It was not long before 
a revolution took place in his judgment and affections ; more particularly 
through the attentive perusal of Numbers 45, 118, 119, of the first series, 
his heart was awakened, his conscience convinced, and his whole soul hum- 
bled intheduast. The pen that had been lifted up as a signal of war, drop- 
ped from his hand, but was soon resumed as an instr ument of peace. He 
used it inaletter of thanks to the author of one ef the Tracts, blessing 
God for the happy change which had been thus wrought. Ever since, 
the poor Tract-sellers’ visits, have been welcomed to his parish, and to his 
Bouse.

Tracts Through their instrument: lity, many millions 
of these little messengers of mercy have been scattered abroad within a few years— 
many of them have found their wayinto dark and nestected places where the gosnet, 
was never heard; many of them, by the blessing of God, have been made effectual to 
the conviction, conversion and cotafort of those w ho were sunk in vice and wretched: 
mess. They havebeon like the voice of one crying in the wilderness ; preparing tes 
way forthe Bible and missionaries ; exciting a thirst for the fountain from which 
such pleasant draughts have been taken. Tract societies, though. of less magnitude 
mav be considered-as co-workers with Bible & Missionary Societies, i in extending the 
Redeemer’s kingdgm : and every real friend of this Kingdom will rejoice, that the

Kinedom shallextend in our world. As mostof the Tracts now in circulation in Eu. 
rope, Asia, Africa and America, are the same, we presume that the following addrese. 
from the London Tract Society, explaining the fundamental principles on w hich thes 
Societies are established, will satisfy any one, who will read it, and the tracts that have 
Deen issued that, unless he is afraidvof the truth himself, he need not fear tu promote 
shese henevolent institutions. 


The Committee of “ Tre Reriatots Tract Sacinry” observe, with the 
most lively satisfaction and gratitude, that the principles upon which this 
Institution is founded, and the manner in which the ‘y have been exemplili- 
ed, have commended themselves to the affectionate attention and the zeal- 
eus co-operation of their Christian Brethren of various denoiinations ; 
and that Auxiliary Societies have been formed, and are now forming, in 
different parts of the United Kingdom, for the purpose: of assisting the 
Funds and circulating the Tracts of the parent Institution:—They are 
henee strongly induced to comply with the suggestions which have been 
received from several highly respected Friends ; & in consonance therewith 
to publish this Official Statement and Leclar ation of what they consider to 
be the fundamental principl es on which the Religious Tract Society has. 
been established, and of the measures which have uniformly been pursued 
to insure a consistent and unvarying exemplifisation of those principles, 
in the different operations of this most important Institution. 

In the Plan ofthe Institution, itis denominated “ The Religious Tract: 
Socicty ;” and in the pubiication which stands at the bead and front of ina 
Volumes, the nature aud qualit ies of the Tracts to be circulated, are thus. 
described.— ‘They should consist of Pure Trovnu. This, flowing fiom 
the sacred ‘aia of the New Testament, should run from beginning 
toend ; uncontaminated with error, undisturbed with human systems ; clear 
as chrystal, like the river ef life. There should be nothing in them of the 
shibboleth of a Sect; nothing to recommend one denommnation, or to throw 
odiun: on anothier ; not hing of the acrimony of contending parties against 
those that differ from them ; but pure good-natured Christianity, in whieh 
all the followers of the Lamb, who are looking for the 1 mercy of the Lord 
Jesus Christ unto eternal lite, can unite with pleasure, as inone great con- 
moncause. Norshould any w oridly scheme be interwoven with the truth 
nor attempted to be concealed under its folds. Here should not be scen the 

slightest vestige of any carnalend, in any form or for any purpose, however 
laudable some may think it ; nothing but Divine Truth, unmingled, una- 
dulterated, pure as it came from Heavy en, and fit for the whole human race 
to imbibe.” ‘i 

The Committee cannot give a more concise and correct designation of 
the Religious Tracts which the Society adopt and distribute, than the jore- 
going paragraph ate But, by way of explanation th ey will add, 
that, hy Pure druth, when net expressed in the words of Seripture, they 
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refer to thote Evangelical Principles of the Reformation, in which Luth- 
er, Calvin, and Crannier were agreed; and to that system of Doctrine and 
of Scriptural interpretation which is couprised in the “ Harmony of the 
Confessions of the Reformed Churches, both at home and abroad.” On 
this large portion of Contmon ground, which the Chtrchman, the Dissen- 
ter, and tie Foreigner jointly occupy: they conceive that Christian Union 
may be established and strengthened} Christian «fection excited and 
cherished ; and Christian Zeal concentrated, efd rendered proportionably 
‘effective. 

The Committee indulge a ope that they have satisfactorily described 
the Common ground of Scriptural Principles which is occupied by the supe 
porters of the Retigious Trect Society ; and that the spirit of conciliation 
py which its members are actuated, and the precise and exclusive objects 
to which their operations are directed, are not less satisfactorily defined and 
explained. These Scriptural Principles, this Christian Spirit, and these 
legitimate and important operatious, constitute the bond of union, affection, 
and exe;tion, of the Religiers Tract Society. [t has been, and ever will 
be, the most conscientious, the most willing, aid the most earnest endea- 
vorof the Committee to preserve this holy Bond from violation ; and they 
have no hesitation in declaring ;—that if gt any time, or under any circum- 
etances, they should knowingly suffer a Tract to émanate from this Insti- 
tvtion, which should include sentiments heetile to the Principles on which 
it is founded, or the character or diseiplive of any of the denominations of 
Christians of which its varion’ members are composed, such conduct would 
be a violation of tle duties end obligations which they owe to the Saciety 
at large, and to their Christian 5rethrén individually, who constitute its 
etrength, its ornament, and tts efficiency. 

To insure a consistent and unvarying exemplification of the Prthciplas 
above referred to, hias ever been the duty and the cordial endeavor of the 
Committee ; and there has been such a perfect understanding of these Prin- 
ciples, as they relate to doctrinal sentiments and te the Bond of Union 
which connects the members of this Instituti#n in afoction and exertion, 
that their endeavors have been easy to themselves, and have been acknow- 
ledved to be satisfactory to the Society at large. 

The measures which have been pursued to insure these harmonious op- 
erations, and to produce these happy resulis, cinefly have respect to the: 
Constitution of the Committee, and to the mode and spirit of its delibera- 
tions and decisions. As the Society is composed of members of the Church 
~f Engelard. and of Thacenters of several denominations, the Committee 
has heen assimilated to this leadine and characteristic feature of the Ensti« 
tution ever since its establishment: and this measure has been attended 
Withthe utmost cordiality of operation, and been productive of the most 
pleasing effects. It may he added, that this principle’ of assimilation is 
preferable to auy specific and determinate division of the Committee, be- 
eanse, it precludes any direct idea of opposition of Character and Titer 
est yitadmils of partial variations in cireunistances which may make it ex- 
pedient to propose or to retain, an individual, (whether a Churchman or 
Dissenter) whose talents aml zeal may particularly benent the Society s 
ind itis thought to proceed upon a fair and just comparison between the 
Members of the Conimnittec, andtie Members of the Society, consideree 
under {heir Various denominations. 

Finally. Uhe Committee are convinced, that the conscientious and un- 
varying regard witch tlgy have ever manifested for the Scriptural Prines- 
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ples upon which the Religious Tract Society has been established, in cou 
nexion with the liberal and ingenuous spirit which has pervaded their de- 
hiberations and decisions, have tended to preserve the purity aud impartial- 
ity of the Tracts which have been published ; and have also constituted the 
best and most effective check that can be provided against the introduction 
of any thing offensive. And they are also persuaded, that acomstant and 
faithful regar¢ to these Principles, and an earnest endeavor to preserve 
and cherish the pure and peaceful spirit of Christianity, in all their deliber- 
ations and decisions, will be tlie likeliest means of securing the approbation 
of the Society at laage ;—of fulfilling its benevolent Plans, and of ae- 


complishing its most enlarged objects.
